THOUSANDS OF TPOUT 
FRY NEED ATTENTION. 


Caught in Pot Holes In the 
Bed of a Sm all Creek They 
Will Die Unless Rescued 


M r W. W. Word o f 60 C astro street, 
San Francisco, cam e dow n 
from Silver 
Lake Monday, and h e reports a condition 
ex is tin g at the so u th e rn or western end 
of the lake w hich s h o u ld he rem edied 
by all means. 
T h ere is a creek which 
ris e s some distance dow n 
in Amador 
county, and em p ties in to the lake during 
th e winter, spring 
a n d early summer, 
b ut late in the s u m m e r o r early 
fall 
it 
d r ie s completely up n e a r the lake, and in 
consequence th o u san d s 
upon thousands 
o f trout fry are c au g h t in the pot holes, 
w here they graudally die. 
At the tim e 
M r Word was at S liv e r Lake, 
he and 
a n o th er gentleman 
d ip p ed 
more 
than 
25,000 o ( the yo u n g trout out of the 
holes and put them into the lake. 
They 
estim ated that th ere w ere 100,000 of the 
fry already dead, a n d m ore than double 
that num ber yet land-bound 
with th e 
w ater slowly drying 
up, 
with the cer­ 
tainly that they w ill 
all 
be dead in a 
w eek or ten days u n le s s they are dipped 
out into vessels and carried to the lake. 
T h is little stream is one of the greatest 
natural breeding places for trout 
in the 
State, and in the p a s t seasons 
the fish 
and game c o m m issio n have had a d a iry ­ 
man, who keeps h i s 
herd 
on 
Plasse 
meadows during th e 
sum m er, attend to 
dipping the fry o u t o f 
the holes when 
the creek begins to dry up and tran s­ 
ferring them to th e 
lake. 
For sonic 
reason the m atter 
w as not attended to 
th is year and the re s u lt will be 
an a w ­ 
ful loss of fine y o u n g trout. 
Silver Lake 
is in 
Amador county, but many persons 
from this city v is i t it during the s u m ­ 
mer, and we 
are th erefo re interested in 
keeping the supply o f fish in its waters. 
No finer trout fishing is to be 
found 
in 
the state than th a t w hich is found at 
Silver Lake, and th e natural breeding of 
trout 
in the sm all 
stream s keep 
its 
waters well sto c k ed .— El Dorado Nugget.

Jas H Sargent of Middle 
Bar One of the Victims 
• 
____________ 
A message was re ce iv e d from Angels 
C a m p on Tuesday th a t 
Jam es Harden- 
b u rg Sargent, 
a young man 
born and 
raised at Middle Bar in th is county, had 
m et a violent death th at m orning in the 
U tica mine. 
From th e meager reports 
it appears that young Sargant was work­ 
ing with two others, o ne of them named 
T h o m ar Arthur. 
T h ey 
had 
fired a 
round of holes, and 
retreated to a place 
of safety for the b las ts to be exploded. 
As soon as the sm o k e had cleared away, 
A rth u r and Sargent w e n t 
to the face. 
A rth u r noticed 
som e 
pieces of debris 
falling, 
w hich to h i m 
assum ed 
the 
character of a danger signal. 
He called 
to Sargent to stand back. 
Sargent, how ­ 
ever, jokingly re p lied that it was safe 
enough. 
Arthur th ere fo re grabbed Sar­ 
gent in the effort to 
force him out of 
h a r m ’s way. 
J u s t th e n a m ass of rock 
cave down upon th e m both, killing them 
instantly. 
The o th e r m an was not in ­ 
volved in the cave, a n d escaped unhurt. 
Sargent was the y o u n g e st son of Mr and 
M rs A. J. Sargent, 
th e pioneer settlers 
of Middle Bar in t h i s county. 
He was 
32 years of age, and born and raised on 
the old homestead at th e Bar. 
He had 
been working at th e U tica m ine but a 
sh o rt time. 
H e w a s 
employed at the 
K ennedy last year, a n d 
from there 
he 
w ent to the copper m in e at 
Cam p Seco, 
leaving there to go to Angels. 
H e leaves a 
w id o w ed 
mother, 
two 
brothers, J. L. S argent of Jackson, and 
F Sargent of M onterey county. 


T he funeral w as 
h eld yesterday,

tract 
at 
M iddle Bar, w here h i s father and other 
relatives are resting.

IS IT SO?- 


Alex Bjown, chairman of the state board of equalization, 
in a conversation with San Joaquin people, is reported to 
have stated, for the purpose of 
r e c o n c ilin g them to the 
boest given to the assessment roll of that county by the state 
equalizers, that the county would gain rather than lose by 
the raise— meaning of course that the aggregate lift of assess­ 
ment rolls throughout the state, and the reduced state levy 
based thereon, would more than compensate, so far as San 
Joaquin is concerned, for the lower assessment roll and the 
higher state levy that would have been inevitable had the 
board of equalization taken no action. In enlarging upon 
the subject he said he believed in a high assessment and a 
low tax rate, rather than a low assessment and a high tax 
rate. In most of the counties of California the tax rate was 
close up to the danger point. The idea was conveyed that a 
certain amount had to be raised to support the local govern­ 
ment, and it made no real difference to the property holder 
whether he paid $2 tax on $100 assessed valuation, or $1 
per $roo on a $200 valuation, while the last named proposi­ 
tion looked much the more inviting to the intending settler. 
This process of reasoning is sound enough in theory, but is 
not borne out by actual practice. It suits the exigencies of 
the state government just now. More money was needed to 
lubricate the machinery. Two ways were open to get it. 
One was to clap on a heavier tax rate, which would fall upon 
every taxpayer. The other was to boost the assessment in 
certaiu low-listed counties, which would place the burden 
upon the property holders in the uplifted counties. The 
latter was considered the preferable route. Now' the advice is 
handed out that if all county assessors would bring up their 
property to a closer approximation to “actual cash value,’’ 
a lower tax rate* for both state and couuty purposes would be 
the result, and the tenderfoot immigrant would not be scared 
at the prospect of the excessive demands for governmental 
expenses. However plausible the plan may appear to the 
uninitiated. Mr Brown ought to know that in practice it has 
proven very disappointing. It has been tried in Amador 
couuty more than once, and each time the people have been 
called upon to pay increased taxes. Our present couuty as­ 
sessor made a general arbitrary increase of assessed valua- 
utions, being prompted thereto, in a measure at least, by the 
expectation that a corresponding reduction would be made in 
the tax rate. But the decreased rate never materialized, and 
the average taxpayer had to contribute to the public treasury 
a larger sura than before. The truth is, local governmeut 
expenses, like those of the state institution, have been in­ 
creasing by leaps and bounds at a much faster gait than the 
actual increase of property values. The county managers 
are anxious for party reasons to avoid the displeasure attach­ 
ing to raising the tax levy. But a padded assessment roll or 
a drop of a few cents in the state rate, furnishes the oppor­ 
tunity to swell the treasury without increasing the rate per 
$ 100. And such opportunities are rarely allowed to go by 
default. In Amador county in years gone by we have man­ 
aged to get along fully as well as we do now 011 a lower tax 
rate with an assessment roll fully twenty-five per cent less 
than at present. No doubt Amador couuty is not an excep­ 
tion in this respect. Similar experience has been met with 
all along the line. Every arbitrary boost of assessment 
valuations establishes a new basis for getting more money 
for local purposes without incurring the odium of swelling 
the tax rate. It is probably this feature of the situation that 
stirs the ire of the people in the southern part of the state, 
where the assessment boosts have been chiefly made. They 
know the sophistry of the argument that a big property roll 
means a proportionate lowering of the tax rate. 


The southern part of the state is seriously discussing the 
question of secessiou. Mass meetings are being held to foster 
the new state movement. The people are thoroughly worked 
up over the slap admiuistered by the stitj board of equaliza­ 
tion in raising their assessments. The soreness over that 
action will take a long time to heal, but state division does 
not offer much relief. It was anything but a politic move— 
even conceding its justness—to raise up a sectional issue iu 
that fashion.

In his absence th e d uty of looking after 
the mountain ran g e w here the cattle are 
now pasturing d e v o lv ed upon G uptill, 
who has been lik e o n e of the family for 
a num ber of y ears. 
So early the sam e 
m orning 
he sta rte d 
from the Blakely 
m ountain hom e 
to v is it a point 
six 
m iles from the d w e llin g house. 
He was 
expected 
to r e tu r n 
betw een 
2 and 3 
o ’clock. 
F ailing to com e back at the 
time, 
Mrs 
B lak ely 
became 
anxious 
about him, k n o w in g that he was 
not in 
robust health. 
S o C h a rle s Wallenberg, 
who is in charge o f the Standard Electric 
saw m ill, was s e n t o ut to see 
what was 
the matter. 
At a p o in t 
ahout 4!^ m iles 
from the house h e found 
G uptill 
lying 
on the hank of th e Volcano ditch, 
u n ­ 
conscious, and e v id e n tly 
in a serious 
condition, 
as 
in d ic a te d 
by his heavy 
respiration. 
H e trie d to rouse him, hut 
this was im p o s sib le , so he hurried back 
to the house and rep o rted the facts. 
Mr 
Blakely was 
notified 
on h is way to the 
lower ranch, and h a sten e d back to the 
scene. 
Also a p a rty of four men was 
secured to return to the spot 
where the 
man lay and 
b rin g 
h im 
home. 
A 
stretcher had to b e m ade for that p u r­ 
pose. 
G uptill w a s found practically 
in 
the same co n d itio n . 
H e was placed on 
the stretcher a n d 
they 
started on the 
homeward trip, w h ic h over the m ountain 
trails was a difficult and dangerous task. 
They had to follow the ditcli most of the 
way, and it led th e m over Humes. 
They 
started to pack 
h im 
hom e 
ahout 
5 
o ’clock, and it w a s n ear m idnight when 
they reached the e n d of 
th e ir 
journey. 
Guptill died on th e way, 
about twenty 
m inutes past nine* o ’clock. 
Those who 
carried him h o m e w ere C harles W allen­ 
berg, Dan B ow en, L. W erly, 
and Jess 
Bonneau. 
W hen found in a dying state, 
Guptill 
had a block of w o o d 
placed under his 
head for a pillow , also a nu m b er of fish 
in his coat pocket. 
H e had evidently 
been some d is ta n c e fu rth er than the spot 
where found, a n d w as on h is way home 
when, feeling s i c k and tired, 
he laid 
down to rest. 
H e 
had a quantity of 
oakum in h is p o c k et. 
It is customary 
to take this m a te ria l along 
when travel­ 
ing along the d itc h for the purpose of 
plugging leaks in th e flume. 
Deceased 
m ust have fixed a leaky place before his 
fatal attack, as th e ditch tender noticed 
that water was flow ing in larger volume 
than before 
G u p till 
passed 
along the 
ditch. 
No d o u b t h e gathered the fish he 
had in his p o c k ets from the point above 
the leak—th e fish b e in g stranded. 
Dr. Gall w as s e n t for as soon as po s­ 
sible after the m a n 
was 
found, 
but 
it 
was im possible f o r h im to travel in the 
night, and b efo re h e w as ready to start 
word came that h e was dead. 
No in ­ 
quest was held. 
It was deemed un- 
necsesary.

The body w as b ro u g h t to Jackson

Saturday, and th e .funeral took place on 
Sunday afternoon, in te rm e n t in the city 
cemetery.

The Creamery 
ft is regretable that there should be a 
clash between the dairymen in this 
part of the country and the management 
of the local creamery. 
The writer at­ 
tended the meeting with some of the 
dairymen and Mr Knox of Sacramento, 
and heard their side of the controversy, 
and Tuesday Mr Prouty told the other 
side. 
The difference appears to be 
principally, as the Echo understand it, 
as to the proper method of testing the 
“ butter fat.” 
Mr Prouty claims the 
best for the dairy men is the ‘composite 
test, ’’that is,a test every ten days, and 
making payments on an average of the 
ten days, while Mr Knox wants to take 
the product on a daily test. 
That he is 
so anxious to take it on this daily test 
would look to a man “ up a tree” as if 
there was an advantage in it sufficient to 
cover the extra price he offers for the 
butter fat. There is always, especially 
in hot weather, more or less evaporation, 
and as the water which evaporates has 
less specific gravity than the' remaining 
fat, it is a self-evident proposition that 
the composite test would be to the interest 
of the dairyman. Mr Prouty also offers 
to make the butter for a certain sum per 
pound and let the dairyman find his own 
market, thus securing to himself what­ 
ever profit there is in it. 
It is difficult to tell what the outcome 
of this difference will be,but thah it will 
result in an amicable adjustment is the 
wish of eveybody. In the meantime 
large quantities of the product of our 
dairies are being sent to Sacramento.— 
Echo

Oak Leaves doKill Cattle 
Stockman grazing their cattle on the 
National forests in the southwest, es­ 
pecially in Colorado and New Mexico, 
have suffered serious losses during the 
present summer through the cattle eat­ 
ing oak leaves. 
In “that section of the 
country the season has be^i unusually 
dry and the grass extremely scarce. 
To eke out the scanty forage supply, 
the cattle have browsed heavily on the 
scrub oak which covers large portions of 
the ranges. Ordinarily the stock does 
not browse much on the oak and the 
little they do get, taken with other 
food, is not injurious, but when, as in 
the present season, the oak furnishes a 
large proportion of the daily food, the 
results are serious. 
The oak leaves and sprouts contain a 
large percentage of tannic acid. The 
action of this on the stomach is extrem- 
ly disastrous and the losses have been 
remarkably severe. 
The symptoms of 
the disease are staring eyes, feverish 
and blistered lips and nose, the animal 
ceases to graze or seek for food, stand­ 
ing in one place for hours at a time. 
The coat becomes rough and the hair is 
all turned the wrong way, as in the 
cases of loco poisoning. 
The animal 
does not chew its cud and in a compara­ 
tively short time it becomes to week to 
remain on its feet and death rapidly fol­ 
lows. 
So far as is known the only avail­ 
able remedy for this trouble is linseed 
oil given as a drench in amounts from 
one to two quarts. The oil appears to 
overcome the injurious effects of the 
tannic acid and if the disease is not ad 
vanced too far and the animal can be 
furnished sufficient food so it will not 
be forced to eat the oak, it will generally 
recover. The best method, of course, in 
handling the trouble, if possible, to get 
the cattle away from the range where 
the oak is found and furnish them with 
plenty of fresh, green feed to build up 
agai n. —Exchange.

THE SAFFRON PLANT. 
.t Is Among tbs Vsry Oldest of ths 
Vegetable Products. 
The particular species of crocus that 
has from time Immemorial been culti­ 
vated for Its dried stlgtnus, a product 
known under the name of saffron, Is 
Crocus satlvus. which Is wild from 
Italy to Kurdistan. Saffron ntny be 
reckoned muting the very oldest of 
vegetable products, being alluded to In 
the Song of Solomon among other 
spices of Lebanon. The name crocus 
Is Chaldean or Greek nnd was first 
used by Theophrastus of Eresits about 
350 B. C.. nnd Hint It was a well 
known and admired flower In Greece 
soon afterward Is shown by Sophocles, 
who mentions the "crocus of golden 
beam" In his "Oedipus at Colonos.” 
The word saffron seems to be n cor 
ruptlon of Hie Arabic name "nl zabafn- 
ran.” and the product Itself was first 
Imported into England ns a spice or 
condiment, being also used ns a color 
of dye for silks and other fabrics of 
the eastern looms. 
At a later date, exactly when Is not 
known, the plant Itself was cultivated 
in England, more espeeinll.v In Essex. 
In which county the name of Saffron 
Walden remains In evidence of the 
fact. Again, we have In London Saf­ 
fron hill, which formerly was a site 
Included In the bishop of Ely’s garden 
nt Ilolborn. once famous for Its saf­ 
fron beds as well ns for Its strawber­ 
ries. Today, however, saffron Is bnt 
little used.-London Chronicle.

Let rise again until it is 
twice its original hulk, place on your 
molding board, knead lightly and then 
roll into u sheet half an inch thick 
Take a large biscuit cutter and cut the 
dough Into rounds. Brush with melted 
butter, fold over and press the edges 
together, l’lace In a buttered pun one 
inch apart. Let rise until very light 
and bake in n hot oven fifteen minutes

Late inquiries in Europe make 
it 
evident that n perfect rrcthod for making 
wood and textiles uninflammable is 
yet 
to he found, 
but 
many 
firc-prooflng 
substances have been used, the most 
common being phosphates, tungstates, 
borates 
and 
particularly 
ammoniacal 
salts, boric acid, chlorides of calcium, 
magnesium and zinc, and silicate of 
sodium. 
Studying the effect on tissues, 
Lochtin, a German chemist, 
has found 
that preference should be given to sul­ 
phate of ammonia, phospatc of ammonia 
chlorides of ammonia and zinc, alum, 
borax, boric acid, and a precipitate of 
alluminate of sodium known as alum. 
Ths first three and alumin gave the best 
resutls. 
The ammoniacal salts, voltiliz- 
ing under heat, form eonjfliftjly incom­ 
bustible mixtures with the combustible 
gases, and the same is true of chlorides 
of calcium, magnesium and zinc, but 
the action of alum is purely mechani­ 
cal. 
Some salts often tried—such as 
phosphates of lime and magnesia, tung- 
state of ammonia, and sulphate of mag­ 
nesia—have little effect. 
Others actual­ 
ly increase combustibility, and these 
include according to Lochtin, sulphates, 
sulphites, hyposulphites, silicates, and 
carbonates of zinc, lime and magnesia, 
and ferrous sulphates. 
French chemists 
note, however, that silicate of soda has 
been successfully used. 
The Paris Fire 
Commissioners recommend steeping tex­ 
tiles in a ten per cent solution of phos­ 
phate of ammonia, and, 
while many 
processes are in actual use,a recent te n ­ 
dency has been to return to ammoniacal 
salts for treating wood by 
injection 
under pressure. 
Curious color changes 
of 
various 
tropical fishes from the Bermudas have 
been made in the New York Aquarium. 
Under excitement, some of them can 
pass instantly front a uriformly dark 
color to a banded dark and white aspect, 
then to four other phases of change, 
including a 
uniformly 
creamy-white 
one. 
A SWedish 
investigation shoys That 
most five-year old eels collect at the 
mouths of rivers entering the Gottland 
and Botten lakes, 
remaining 5 to 
7 
years, after which they seek the Atlan­ 
tic to spawn, 
going via the Kattegat, 
Satgerack and North Sea. 
One of the most interesting of Ameri­ 
can colonies £was established 
a 
few 
months ago at Guilford, 
in 
Surrey, 
where Old England has been solicitous­ 
ly guarding 
it. 
Early in the spring 
seventeen specimens of the American 
robin Merula migratoria were imported, 
and, after a few weeks in an open air 
aviary, most of them were 
liberated 
about the middle of June. 
The birds at 
once mated and began nest-building in 
the trees. 
The colony now included be­ 
tween forty and fifty old and 
young 
robins, and these are 
being 
closely 
watched, in the hope that libera! feeding 
may overcome their migratory instinct, 
and prevent them from Hying away and 
becoming lioplessly scattered on the ap­ 
proach of cold weather. 
Their cheery 
note—interpreted as “ Kill ’em, cure 
’em, give ’em 
physic” —has endeared 
them to 
the human neighbors 
about 
their new home. 
As a volatile grease-remover, quickly 
leaving the hair quite dry, an effective 
substance was 
found by 
hairdressers 
some years ago in ether, benzene or 
other light hydrocarbon. Such materials, 
however, proved exceedingly dangerous 
on account of their inflamniabilty, be­ 
ing even liable to ignition by electric 
sparks from the air. 
A volatile grease- 
solvent less liable to take fire was found 
in carbon tetrachloride, 
but this has 
brought a new danger, as it has anesthe­ 
tic effects that in cases of weak heart 
have proved fatal. 
A recent death from 
this cause leads a medical authority to 
declare that soak and distilled water 
serve quite as well as a dry wash. 
The conversion of the steam shovel 
into the electric shovel is a somewhat 
unexpected evolution, but two 110-ton 
machines used in limestone quarrying 
by a Chicago firm gave the hoisting and 
the digging movement 
controlled 
by 
separate motors of 200 and 80 horse­ 
power respectively. 
Each motor has 
an automatic magnetic switch controller 
protecting ugainst varying load, and giv­ 
ing great accuracy of operation. 
A reel 
in the cab carries a feed cable, which 
can be connected to a fixed conductor at 
any convenient place, and the machine 
is moved by its own power. 
Fewer 
operations are necessary than for the 
Steam shovel, while there is important 
gain in the dropping of water and fuel. 
The curious discovery was made not 
long 
ago that Cyclopean 
monsters— 
abnormal creatures having one eye in 
the center of the fore head—are not ul- 
ways due to inherited tendencies, but 
are more likely to be produced by e n ­ 
vironment, and chemical or mechanical 


influences. 
These monsters occur in 
human mammals as well as in other 
species. 
It has been found that in 
certain animals the abnormal develop­ 
ment is always produced by 
definite 
chemical agents, and the action of lit­ 
hium gives both the 
abnormal 
sea 
urchin larva reported by Herbst and the 
abnormal frog enihroyo described 
by 
Morgan. 
The first vertebrate Cycloean 
monster produced artificially by chemi­ 
cal means not long ago resulted from C. 
R. Stockard’s use of magnesium on a 
marine fish, Fundulus heteroclitus. 
In 
sea water containing an excess of mag 
nesltim chloride, fifty per cent of the 
Fundulus egg developed into Cyclopean 
fry, and these seem strong and vigorous, 
and show no lessening of visual powers. 
The one eye is due to arrested develop­ 
ment, although the brain and other or­ 
gans dcvelope normally. 
The obser­ 
vations have led to a novel theory, and 
suggest that liurman and other Cycloean 
monsters result from an excess of mag­ 
nesium salts in the mother’s blood. 
The new ozoniz-ing plant at St. 
Maur, 
near Paris, sterilizes the water of the 
Marne river at a cost of somewhat ess 
than five cents a thousand feet. 
Ozone 
generators of the Siemens type arc oper­ 
ated by a high tension alternating cir­ 
cuit, obtained by transforming the cur­ 
rent of 110-volt alternator, which 
is 
driven by a 44-liorse-power steam en­ 
gine. 
No trace of nitrous oxide or other 
harmful product from the apparatus can 
be found in the sterilized water. 
The 
great advantage of ozone as a purifier is 
that it adds to the water only oxygen, 
nnd this aids in aeriation. 
The works of a lady’s watch, with a 
German silver ehain, 
form the unique 
fossil reported by D. J. Mahoney form 
St. Kilda in the Hebrides. 
They were 
completely encased in recent sandstone, 
formed of beacli sand consolidated with 
lime and somewhat iron-stained, and the 
movement has been recognized as of a 
type first made twenty years ago.

Barieau had walked over the land at the 
time he posted his notice, and had d is­ 
covered indications of petroleum. 
He 
saw a spring and the oil comes out and 
floats over the water in the sum m er 
time, 
when 
it is hot. 
In Ju ne, 1995, 
there was a little water with o il'an d a 
little oil w ith water coming out. 
It was 
dripping over a rock about two feet high. 
There was no pool; it was just dripping 
a little w ater and oil, not much w ater . 
. . 
We th ink it clear that such te sti­ 
mony does not establish a discovery 
within the m eaning of the law. 
To con­ 
stitute a discovery the law requires som e­ 
thing more 
than conjecture, hope, or 
even indicatons. 1 lie geological form at1 o 
of the country may be such as scientific 
research and practical experience 
have 
shown to be likely to yield oil in paying 
quantities. 
Taken with this there 
may 
be other surface indications 
su ch as 
seepage of oil. 
All these things com ­ 
bined may be sufficient to ju stify the 


e x f e ;tation and hope that upon driving a 
well to sufficient depth, oil may be d is­ 
covered, 
but one and all they do not 
in 
and of them selves amount to a discov­ 


ery. “ 
This case of Miller vs. C hristm an was 
cirried to the Supreme Court of U nited 
States, and is reported in volum e 197 
U. S. at page 314, and the judgm ent d e­ 
claring the location invalid affirmed, that 
court s a y in g : 
“ G iving full weight to the testim ony 
of Barieau, we should not be justified, 
even in a case coming from a 
federal 
court in overthrowing the finding that he 
had made no discovery. 
There was not 
enough in what he claims to have seen 
to have justified a prudent person in the 
expenditure of money and labor in ex ­ 
ploitation for petroleum. 
It is essential to the validity of a loca­ 
tion that the discovery of mineral th ere­ 
on be such that “ an ordinarily prudent 
man, not necessarily a miner, would be 
justified in expending his time and labor 
thereon in the development of th e prop­ 


erty. ’ ’ 
Cascaden v. Bartolis, 140. Fed. ,741. 
Lindley on Mines, sec. 330. 
Where persons, situated as are plain­ 
tiff’s in th is action,who are not in pos- 
sse^on and have expended no labor or 
money in 
developing a claim, b ut are 
asserting title based solely upon 
an a l­ 
leged discovery and 
marking 
of the 
boundaries of a claim supposed to con­ 
tain gold bearing gravel in subterranean 
channels, and in proof of such discovery 
show that the ground claimed is on a 
hill, covered with a lava cap, w ith no 
gravel on th e surface, and the extent of 
thel.r prospecting is merely taking out 
two pans of surface dirt, 
w ith o u t any 
other show ing as to the character of the 
dirt prospected or where it was found or 
the geological formation of the ground, 
or whether its character is s im ila r to 
tuat wiiere placer gold is usually found, 
it seems to m e that they have 
failed to 
make a discovery such that an ordinarily 
prudent man, 
not neessarily a m iner, 
would be justified in expending h is time 
and labor thereon in developing of the 
property 
and have therefore 
failed to 
prove legal title to the property. 
As before mentioned, the defen dant’s 
claim of title as’ successors 
of J. B. 
Skinner is based upon a deed from M. 
Skinner 
to defendants, 
beuring 
date 
August 2U, 1902. 
The description is by 
legal subdivisions, and describes land in 
southeast quarter of section 22, 
while 
the land in dispute is located in the 
north-east quarter, and it is the conten­ 
tion of defendants that by the mistake 
of the scrivener who drew the deed the 
word south was substituted for the word 
north, and with this correction the deed 
gives a perfect description of the twenty 
acres in controversy. 
Defendants sought 
to introduce the testimony of a w itness 
to show that such mistake was made, but 
the testim ony was excluded upon plain­ 
tiff’s motion. 
tThe testim ony of a witness w hich tends 
to contradict or limit the operation of a 
deed should be excluded on motion. 
Judson vs. Mallory, 40 C al., 300 
When th e language of a deed is explicit 
and free from ambiguity, extrinsic facts 
cannot be proved to show that the inten ­ 


tion of the parties was different 
from 
that which the words of the deed 
im ­ 
port. 
Castro vs. Tenncnt, 44 Cal., 258. 
Extrinsic evidence is incapable of r e ­ 
moving a patent ambiguity in the d e s ­ 
cription of a deed, and n suit in e je c t­ 
ment founded on such deed must 
fail. 
The title should he first perfected by an 
action brought’ for the reformation of the 
deed. 
2 Devlin^on Deeds,sec. 101. 
This deed from Christensen however 
contained a descriptive name,the p re m ­ 
ises conveyed being referred to as “ the 
Cleveland Consolidated Placer m i n e ,” 
and the deed was admitted in evidence 
subject to the 
right of defendants 
to 
prove by other testimony that the twenty 
acres in dispute was known 
by such 
descriptive name. 
When property has a descriptive name 
it may he conveyed by that name. 
Sec. 1092 C iv il Code. 
And defects in other part of description 
may be disregarded.

There was oral testimony by a num ber 
of witnesses at the trial showing that 
the twenty acres in dispute was known 
as ‘The Cleveland Consolidated Placer 
M ine’. 
Witnesses for plaintiffs however te s ti­ 
fied that the property was known as ^the 
‘Eckart C la im ’, while one said it was 
known as the ‘C hristensen and Skinner 
diggings’. 
T here was no evidene that 
defendants grantor Christensen ever re ­ 
ferred to the property in controversy as 
‘The Cleveland 
Consolidated 
Placer 
M ine’, 
but there 
was 
documentary 
evidence that he referred to his m ining 
claims by that name. 
He filed proof of 
annual labor upon the ‘Cleveland C o n ­ 
solidated P lacer Mine, 
for the years 
1898, 1899 1900, and 1901. 
In his proof 
for 1898, he includes ‘in the Cleveland 
Consolidated Placer M ine’ 
1500 acres 
of land, but only ten acres of the twenty 
acres here in controversy. 
In the year 
1899, he described the same 150 acres. 
In 19C0 he included the 
whole twenty 
acres with ftftv acres of other lands 
while in his proof for 1901, made about 
eight months before the execution of his 
deed to defendants he described 
the 
Cleveland Consolidated Placer M ine as 
being twenty acres in the south east 
quarter of the section, 
the same e r­ 
roneous 
description 
by legal 
su b d i­ 
visions as contained in his deed. 
. It will thus be seen that there is no 
evidence that Christensen ever 
indi 
cated that the boundaries of the C le v e ­ 
land Consolidated Placer Mine were co­ 
extensive w ith the property ¡n¡dispute, 
and it follows that defendants can not 
connect them selves with the Sk inn er 
location, w ithout a corrected deed from 
Christensen or an action for the re ­ 
formation of th e same. 
• 
Defendants claim that notwithstanding 
the erroneous description in the C h r is ­ 
tensen deed they have proved a- title by 
adverse 
possession 
for 
five 
years, 
because they based their claims to the 
twenty acres under 
the 
C hristensen 
deed,and that for more than five years 
preceding 
th e 
commencement of the 
action they have performed the necessary 
annual labor each year in developing 
the claim by driving the tunnel forward, 
which by them it is contended c o n sti­ 
tutes possession under the law as d e ­ 
clared in 
E nglish vs. Johnson, 
17 Cal. 
109. 
It was there said : 
The taking up of mineral and in p u r­ 
suance of the m ining regulations of the 
vicinage gives possessory title to the 
claim just as an entry in the land office 
. . . . . . . b ut it does not follow, 
be 
cause this is the regular and usual 
way 
cf obtaining possession, that a p o sses­ 
sion not so obtained would necessarily 
be without th e protection of the 
law. 


In mining claim s we require no other 
acts, as evidence of possession, 
than 
those usually exercised by the ow ner of 
such claims. . . . 
Going on the lead to 
work it, or even done in proximity 
and 
in direct 
relation to the claim, for the 
purpose of extracting, or preparing to 
extract m inerals from it, as for example 
starting a tunnel 
considerable distance 
off to run into the claim would be a 
possession of the claim 
within 
the 
meaning of the rule. 
It appears that the boundaries of 
the 
mining claim mentioned in English 
vs. 
Johnson, were marked out by a small 
ditch such as . mines usually made to 
designate th e ir lines, which ditch could 
he easily traced, and that the plaintiffs 
put up notices, on the ground of what 
they claimed. 
While in the present 
case the testim ony showed that at 
the 
time of the trial the twenty acres was 
enclosed by a 
fence and staked at the 
corners, but the evidence for the p la in ­ 
tiff 
showed that all the 
tim e 
they 
posted th eir own notice 
of 
location 
there was no fence, no evidence to in ­ 
dicate the boundaries and only a stake 
or momment at one corner of the claim. 


The case of English vs. Johnson was 
cited in the subsequent 
case of 
Hess 
vs. Winder, 30 Cal. 
350, 
and in that 
case the plaintiff claimed as do defend ­ 
ants in this controversy that th eir pos­ 
session of the entire claim was 
good 
without a location, 
bilt the court ¡¡held 
that the claim was destitute of m uni­ 


ments necessary to indicate the tract of 
land claimed or to advise the most v ig i­ 
lant observer of the possession claimed, 
and at page 375 of the decision, 
it is 
s a td : 
“ That the boundaries of 
the land 
claimed for m in in g purposes must be 
indicated by 
such 
distinct 
physical 
marks or monum ents as will fairly adver 
tise to all concerned where and what it 
is, or in other words its extent. 
Also 
in the Hess vs. 
W inder case as here, 
the parties claim ed that as they were in 
actual possession of a portion 
of 
the 
land and claim ing under a deed 
they 
were constructively in possession 
of 
the whole, even thongh such deed 
did 
not sufficiently Indicaje the boundaries, 
but the ccurt disposed of the contention 
in this language: 
“ If the deed contains no defintie and 
certain boundaries which can be locat­ 
ed, 
marked out, and made known, 
it 
can not have the effect to 
extend 
the 
possession 
beyond 
the 
possessio 
pedis 
which 
is 
definite, 
positive 
and 
notorious. 
The 
deed 
in 
question does not contain a description 
which could aid to extend 
the 
p lain ­ 
tiffs possession by construction.” 
In the caae 
of 
Gregory 
vs. Persh- 
baker, reported in 
73 
Cal. 
Reports, 
page 110 et seq., the intervenor having 
made a location w hich was found to be 
subsequent to that of plaintiff, sought 
to hold possession of the 
claim 
by 
reason of work done in constructing 
a 
tunnel thereunder, but the court 
in de 
ciding against h im sa id : 
“ As to any claim to the possession 
(of the mining claim ) based on occu­ 
pancy by the tunnel under a portion of 
plaintiff's location such ocarpanq% if it 
could be considered 
at all under the 
statutes would 
extend only to the space 
within the 
walls of the tunnel, 
and 
could not be extended beyond them 
by 
any rule of constructive possession.” 
There was evidence on t h ' part of 
defendants 
show ing 
that 
they 
had 
actually 
discovered 
gold probably in 
paying quantities w ithin the boundaries 
of the twenty acres in dispute, w hich 
taken in connection with the evidence 
of marking the boundaries some tim e 
prior to the trial and in fact enclosing 
the claim with a wire fence and the 
working in the tunnel, would seem 
to 
indicate that defendants had perfected 
a good location to the twenty acres, as 
the law stood p rio r to July 1st of th is 
year, when the new act providing 
for 
the manner of locating lode and placer 
mining claims w ent into effect, hut as 
this discovery 
is not clearly shown to 
have been made prior to the filing of 
defendants cross complaint but on 
the 
contrary appears to have been made d u r­ 
ing the pendency of the trial it is u n ­ 
necessary to determ ine whether d efen­ 
dants have thus acquired, a valid loca­ 
tion as no relief can be granted 
in th is 
action, to defendants based upon a title 
acquired subsequent to the filing of the 
cross complaint. 
A judgment w ill be entered adjudg­ 
ing that n either 
plaintiffs nor defen­ 
dants are entitled to any relief in 
th is 
action.
